BASEBALL MADNESS! 


Baseball madness slows the pace of industrial and 


office life down to a walk this week, reminds Sam 
Dawson, Associated Press business analyst, in his 
column "Today's Business Mirror." But, he con- 
tinues, any loss of time and product to industry as a 
whole is more than returned in dollar value in the 
course of a year by the money Americans shell out 
for sport. 


Americans pay millions of dollars on spectator 


sports: To see the Dodgers and the Giants play off 
their tie, to watch the tired winner face the Yanks, 
to crowd into costly football stadia, basketball gym- 
nasiums, and race tracks, with or without benefit of 
bookies. 


These millions of dollars are dwarfed by the 


billions that Americans pay out for other sports 
such as bowling and softball, and those other sports 
that draw few crowds or none at all—hunting, fish- 
ing, skiing, boating and golf—but more money is 
spent on them annually than on tickets to the spec- 
tacles. 


All sports require some equipment—often cost- 


ly—usually some special apparel, and often trans- 
portation, lodging and meals. Providing them is 
highly profitable to many businesses and industries, 
and service firms aU over the land. This looks like 
a banner year. 


This year, too, business firms are spending $500 


million on sports and recreational activities of their 
employes—more than ever before. It is estimated 
that nearly 75 million workers and members of their 
families will participate in such company programs. 


A National Industrial Receation Association of- 


ficial says that last year some 20,000 firms spent 
$450 million on sports and recreation for their em- 
ployes. This was about double what industry spent 
in 1947, and also tops the wartime peak spending in 
these morale-building activities. Companies, the of- 
ficial says, find that company sports cut absentee- 
ism and improve labor-management relations. 


More is being spent this year than last, the offi- 


cial believes, because of the rising total of employ- 
ment, meaning there will "be more workers to par- 
ticipate. 


In addition to sports for their workers, business- 


men also sponsor "Little League Baseball" for boys 
12 and under. There are more than 700 such leagues 
with some 3,800 teams and 68,000 players in 38 
states. The American Legion also sponsors the fam- 
ous Junior Baseball championships. 


Even the New York Stock Exchange takes note 


of "sports—new business asset" in its house organ, 
where C. F. Robbins, president of A. C. Spaulding & 
Bros., writes that bowling is the most popular of 
sports in industry. More than a million employes 
throng the alleys each year. 


The industrial sports journal estimates that 


630,000 workers are softball players, ,400,000 are golf- 
ers and 250,000 are in basketball teams. 
* 


But it's the unpublicized hunter and fisherman 


who really runs up the big total. Sporting goods 
houses estimate that Americans will spend around $9 
billion this year on these two sports, if you count in 
all the accessories: Dogs, boats, clothing, trailers, 
tents, club dues, cabins and cameras.

The recent troubles of Glade 


Run between the Street Railway

The case was ar- 


gued on Wednesday and this 
morning the following decision 
was handed down. 


Now, October 4th, 1901, the pre- 


liminary injunction issued in this 


case is modified so as to permit 
the defendant to carry its feed 
wire over the plaintiff's railroad 
track, and leading to the bridge 
. which en 13cs the Allegheny river 
I at Glade Run, by erecting on either 
side of plaintiff's track, large, 
sound, substantial poles that will 
not bend, or sprang; double arms 
thoroughly braced to be attached 
to poles and the span across said 
railroad track shall not expeed 100 
feet in length, and the feed wire 
shall be not less than 28 feet above 
said track and be securely and 
safely clamped to the arm or arms 
on said, poles in such a manner as 
not to permit the wire to give or 
slide at the point of clamping. 


Said poles shall be thoroughly 


braced and fastened with guy 
wires in such a manner as to hold 
the poles firm, and solid, and not 
permit any sag in the feed wire. 
Guard wires shall also be place'd 
underneath said feed wire in such 
a way as to prevent its dropping 
down in case of any break or ac- 
cident to 'the feed wire.

Is Truman Already Building 
Foundation for '52 Platform?

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—President Harry S. Truman is not only 


beginning to talk very much like a candidate tof succeed himself 
in 1953. He is also beginning to talk a good bit like Herbert Hoover 
did when he was President in early 1929. That—if you're old enough 
to remember—was just before the crash. 
President Truman started talking like that In his speech at the 


General Accounting Office corner stone laying. 
"The country is stronger economically than it has ever been before. 
Its people are more prosperous," said the President. 
The President took another whack at this subject at a subsequent 
press conference. The country's prosperity was real, he insisted, and 
not based on defense spending or deficit financing. 
This press conference was one for the book. It was not one of the 


usual "No comment" and "You'll get your answer In due time" ses- 
sions, all over in five minutes. It ran for nearly half an hour and 
the President really sang. He hit every note. 
" 
Taxes, Russia, San Francisco, Ottawa, peace, diplomacy,- force, 
atoms, McCarran, McCarthy, Bill Boyle, the Illinois judgeships. Re- 
publican smears, the budget, the defense program, Brannan plan. 
Next year's Democratic platform, which Mr. Truman said he would 
write. 
TF the President came close to shoving his hat Into the ring in his 


talk to Democratic workers at San Francisco, he all but crawled 


under that hat in this press conference. 
Either Mr. Truman has already opened his campaign or else he's 


working awfully hard to build up a case that will enable any successor 
he might pick to walk into office behind him. 


Almost every government statistic that has been handed out in 
recent weeks has contributed to this attempted build-up that the 
country is now prosperous as never before. 


For the first seven months of 1951, personal income was at the 


annual rate of $248 billion, one-seventh above the corresponding 
period for last year, according to Department of Commerce. 


From January to July, publicly reported cash dividend* were over

Political fortunes can rise and fall on the ups and downs of these 
nirves in the next 13 months. Everyone likes a little inflation. But 
like champagne, the stuff is deceptive. If the present defense boom 
is another 1929, Mr. Truman might easily end up in 1952 the way 
Herbert Hoover did 20 years earlier.

$1.03 a pound, but the U. 3. gov- 
ernment pays Bolivia $1.12 a 
pound, and Bolivia says that isn't 
high enough.
